Paterson, N, J., Feb. 9.-[Special.]—Twen- 
 ty-aiz blocks of the city’s best buildings 
in ruins, including practically every im- 
portant public structure, five churches, scores 
of stores and office buildings, and 500 resi- 
dences and apartment houses, with 1,000 
families homeless and property lost esti- 
mated at $10,000,000, are the results of a fire 
that started shortly before 1 o'clock this 
morning in the car sheds of the trolley com- 
| 

- ‘Many Persons Are Missing. 

“and it is feared some have perished. Scores 
of persons suffered minor injuries. from 
sparks, and falling timbers and one fireman 
‘An aged woman who was removed in her 
pick bed as the fire approached died, sup- 


.Fanned by a fierce northerly tig 


‘long swath through the business center, 
despite all efforts of the local fire depart- 
ment and companies from all nearby towns. 
Not untfl late this. afternoon. was the fire 
undér control, and tonight, in a score of 
places, it is burning fiercely, and the light 
from the flames and the glowing embers are 
the only illumination the city has, 

Exhausted by twenty-four hours’ of battle, 
the firemen continue at their posts, fearful 
that the flames may take fresh life and com- 
plete the wiping out of the city. 

Martial Law Is Established. 

Martial law is in force tonight, with State 
troops, police, and Deputy Sheriffs guard- 
ing the streets. No one was allowed on the 
streets after 7 o'clock, and the same rule will 
be enforced for several days tocome. Mayor 
Hinchliffe and Sheriff Sturr are working in 
harmony for the preservation of order and 
joined in the proclamation of martial law. 
Governor Murphy was here this evening 
‘and ‘has promised all aid possible. 

Robbers at Work During Fire. 

Considerable looting was reported while 
the fire was in progress, but the rigid en- 
forcement of military rule is expected to pre- 


An order by the Mayor today forbids the 
‘gelling of liquor, but this was ignored and 
some disorder resulted. Tonight, however, 
this rule, too, is being enforced rigidly. 
Thousands Driven from Home. 
Although 1,000 families were driven from 
home, nearly all losing everything but the 
_clothes they wore, there is little serious 
‘distress, as the residences burned are mostly 
‘homes of well-to-do people. Prompt meas- 
ures for relief were taken, and many cities 
offered aid, but so far nothing has been 
asked from outside, the authorities being~ 
confident they can cope with the situation. 


Big Factories Escape. 3 
None of the more important manufacturing 
plants was lost in the fire, and this means 
‘that little idleness will result. . 

Long before daylight people from nearby 
towns began arriving to watch the spectacle, 
and during the day special trains brought in 
thousands more, until the crowds became 
‘unmanageable, ignoring the militia’s orders 
and interfering with the work of the fire de- 
partment. 

The fire was @ grand spectacle, and even 
tonight the sky for miles is red with the 
glow. 

Within a few seconds after the fire started 
the bigh wind fanned the flame into a fierce 
biaxe, and before the firemen reached the 
scene the fire was beyond their control. The 
‘flames swept through the old car sheds to 
Van Houten street, taking the Continental 
Halt and bursting out in Main street, the 
business street of the city. Quackenbush’'s 
big. ary goods store Was the Grat' important 
structure to go. 

Blaze Leaps Across the Street. 

At the seme time the flames leaped to thé 


other side of the street and took the Boston 
store, the largest department store in the 
‘city.

Sparks Carried for Blocks. 

At first the flames went in leaps, starting 
fires in many separate places, The high 
wind carried great volumes of sparks for 
biocks and caused fires to start in the roofs. 
Fires were raging In so many places at once 
that. the firemen could not distribute them- 
seves ,and these places were simply allowed 
to burn down. Soon the spaces between these 
fires closed up inthe heart of the city, and 
the great mass of seething flames swept on 
in an awful march of devastation.

There were eleven trolley cars in the } 
sheds, and they filled up the space so that 
they impeded the work of the firemen. 

The families living in the adjoining houses 
had to flee for their lives. They appeared 
on the streets in their night clothes. They 
were taken out of the bitter night by neigh- 
bors who were out of the range of the fire. 


Embers Ignite Church Spire. 
The sky was filled with large sparks, which 


high wind. One of these lodged in the belfry 
of the First Baptist Church. The open lat- 
tice work. allowed the wind to fan the spark 
into a blaze, and soon the tall spire was a 
shaft of flame. This was a new center for 
the distribution of sparks, two blocks away 
from the car sheds. 3 

The old City Hall, in Washington street, 
was the next building to catch fire. It 
burned slowly and probably the blaze would 
have died out but for the great fire which. 
swept up to it two hours later from the car 


sheds. 


A great crowd gathered around the First 
Baptist Church to see the wonderful pillar 
of fire. Within half an hour after it took 
fire, at 10 o’clock, the steeple fell. Bending 
like a bow, with its center to the west, the 
steeple tottered for a second and then with 

a crash it fell across the street, carrying 
a tree with it. Part of it struck the high 
‘school and set that building on fire. When 
the steeple fell it was thought that the 
church would be saved, but the fire spread 
downward and soon the whole length of the 
building was in flames. _ 


Bell Tolled by the Wind. 
Strange to say, the bel) in the steeple did 
not fall at first. It was held firmly by the 


framework of the lower building. It swung 
to and fro in the wind as the building below 
it burned, and it gave out a quavering note 
occasionally, like the last sobs of a dying 
person. 

The school next door was soon enveloped in 
flames, and some of the fire apparatus was 
drawn from the fire farther down the street 
to try to save the church and the school. 


Other Cities Asked for Aid. 

A call was sent to Newark and Passaic for 
aid ag soon as it was realized that with the 
gale that was then prevailing it would not 
be long before the entire section of the city 
would be ablaze. At that time there was 
a fire at Passaic, which started at 12:15 
o'clock, and several engines were needed 
there. Chief Baker of Passaic, when he 
learned that more apparatus was needed in 
this city, immediately dispatched an engine, 
which arrived after a hard run at about 2:30 
o’clock and was posted in Washington street, 
where the fire was gaining great headway, 
having crossed over from the First Baptist 
Church, 

Fireman Thrown from Engine. — 

George Ptzmeier, driver for Fire Chier 
Stags. took charge of an engine in upper 
Main street, where it made a change of 
horses, and drove down Main street. A trace 
broke and he was thrown from his seat 
ground, breaking his nose and badly br’ 
his legs. It was also believed thg ie was 
injured internally, and he was *moy rs 
St. Joseph's Hospital.

TOLLEY HITS CARRIAGE IN TROS. 
TEL PROCESSION. 

Car Crashes Into Vehicle Carrying 

Floral Offerings, Which Are Torn 
and Crushed in the Wreeck—Angry. 
Mourners Threaten Motorman: and. 

‘Suggest a Noose—Witnesses Assert 

Man Fails to Slacken Speed When 

He Saw Procession Approaching. _ 


While on its way to the Oakwoods Cem- 
etery yesterday afternoon the first or flower 
carriage in the funeral procession of the nine 
members of the Trostel family, who were 
killed in the Archer avenue explosion on 
Wednesday night, was struck by a west- 
bound electric car at Sixty-sixth street and 
Vincennes avenue. Three persons were in- 
jured. 

The indignant mourners, most of wien 
were members of Waldeck Lodge of A. F. 
and A. M. and of the Grocers and Butchers’ 
Clerks’ association, sprang from their car- 
riages and rushed to the scene of the col- 
lision. There they threatened personal in- 
jury to the car's crew, and one went so far 
as to lossen the reins from the horses of 
the shattered carriage preparatory to using 
them on the motorman. Coroner John 
Traeger, who was one of the pallbearers, 
then quieted the crowd and placed both 
motorman and conductor under arrest, 


The Injured. 

Lowey, Leo, flowerbearer, member of the Wal- 
deck lodge, A. F. and A. M.; face and head cut’ 
and bruised.

Behind 
the flower carriage were four others, in 
one of which was Coroner Traeger, and 
then the nine hearses, followed by the rela- 
tives of the deceased and the members of 
the two associations. 


Says Motorman Failed to Stop. 

‘As Sleek approached the crossing he saw 
the west-bound car, in charge of Henry 
Dusty, motorman, and D. B. Wheeler, con- 
ductor, running toward him at full speed. 
He claims that no bell was sounded nor any 
atterfipt made to stopthecar. Thinking the 
motorman would stop for a funeral, Sleek 
says he drove ahead. . 

Then came the crash, the car striking the 
carriage full and square. The driver was 
thrown ten feet and Lowey and Ruether 
were imprisoned in the wreckage. The win- 
dows and steps of the carriage were crushed 
and bruken, the duor jammed in, and the top 
torn off. The carriage was filed with towers, 
which were crushed and broken.

Chief Musham Will Not Talk. 


Chief Musham would not talk about the 
origin of the fire. He said: “‘ It was burning 
when we got here and that is all we know, 
The fire had a great headway and we were 
unable to check ft. It appears to me thag 
the fire started on the first floor in the te= 
ater, but whether it had been not 
for several hours I do not know." 

The fire was discovered by William Bassett, 
a waiter in a restaurant at 128 Clark street, 
Bassett went to the building with the night 
lunch of the engineer, whom he was accus- 
tomed to meet on the fifth floor. The waiter 
stepped into the theater into an ante-room off 
the ‘gallery, and when he left the little room 
he noticed that the theater was filled with 
smoke. Suddenly from the gallery there 
were two smal! explosions and flames leaped 
through the theater building. ; 

The explosions were on the third gal- 
lery, and the flames spread upwards and 
along the stairways. Bassett attempted 
to run down the stairs, which by this time 
had caught fire, and his hands and face were 
burned and his hair singed. He rang an 
alarm.as soon as he reached the street. 


Fire Attacked from All Sides. 
When the firemen reached the building the 


the second, third, and fourth floors. The 
firemen went into the alley adjoining the 
Chamber of Commerce Bullding and from 
there fought the flames. Leads of hose were 
taken into the Chamber of Commerce Bulld- 
ing and from the third and fourth floors the 
firemen poured tons of water into the build- 
ing. Leads of hose were also taken to the 
roof of the Chicago Opera-House Building 
through the elevator shafts and from the 
roof of that building the men fought the fire 
in the Orpheon. 

In the building were a number of men, 
either sleeping in their offices or night em- 
ployés. Many of them narrowly escaped 
serious injury, and some were so panic- 
stricken that they were about ta jump from 
the windows. The stairways were on fire 
and the only fire escape to the building was 
in the alley and was not strong _—) to 
accommodate many persons. . 


Tenant Has a Narrow Escape. 

Andrew Schillingau was on the third floor, 
asleep.

Trade Lines Are Active... 
Judging by the volume of wholdsale busi- 
ness transacted during the first week in 
February, the month is calculated fully to 
sustain if not surpass the records of recent 
months. Every month since the beginning 
of the holiday season has shown an increase 
over its predecessor, and February’ opens 
with a prospect of passing the record of the 
same month last year. 

A larger volume of goods of all kinds is 
going to country points. Hardware is con- 
sidered one of the lines on which a fair basis 
of comparison may be made, and in this line 
the increase in value is said, by representa- 
tive houses to be between 30 and 40 per cent.

There was an ad- 
vance of %c early, due in the main toa sharp 
upturn im corn, and the lowest prices were 
made om Saturday on pronounced weakness 
in the coarse grain. There was considerable 
stubbornness ‘to the decline, however, and a 
fair reaction, so that the close for the week 
was only %c under that of the previous week, 
a split under 78e for May instead of a split 
above it.

the small range of prices. 

The small receipts at primary points and 
the continued disposition of winter wheat 
farmers, and to some’ extent of those in the 
spring wheat country, to sell but sparingly, 
was the main influence in holding prices.

the comparisons which he offers in his letter, 
as conclusive. In the second place, and as 
Hlustrating this fact, it appears from an, 
éxamination of his own quarterly bulletins— 
the dita cited in hig letter for Iilinois have, 
not yet been published-in full and so cannot 
be verified—that in computing the per cap- 
ita cost for Llinois institutions he counted in 
as “inmates” those actually absent on, 
parole; whefeas such absentees are strictly 
excluded in the Indiana calculations, This 
‘single discrepancy almost accounts for the 
difference in the figures above compared, 
and as to how many other similar corréc- 
tions should be made it ie impossible now to.
